PLANNING VAST STRIKES. 


THREAT TO 8TOP ALL FOOD BUFPLIES FOR 
PARIB, 

A Paris message dated April 7th said :— 

Unless the demands of the labour oryanisa- 
tions are complied, with strikes of colossal 
proportions will be begun throughout Franco 
this week. All the men connected with the 
food distributing industries, a4 well os the 
gailoms and the carpenters, have presented 
ullimatums to the employora. 

Disaffection has oxiated for some time among 
the Paris workmen, especially the bakers, and 
the authorities-have kept troops ready to be 
called out at # moment's notice. - ‘The executiye 
of the National Federation, which combines the 
butchers, bakers, dairymeu, and allied trades, 
decided ata meeting at the Labour Exchange 
to-day to strike on a definite date. This is 
believed to be Thureday next. . 

It is tho intention. of the strikers to cut off 
the entire food supply of the city ata moment's 
notice. All. the necessaries of lifo will be 
affected and unless the National Federation is 
thwarted, the strike will extend to every town 
in which it has branches, . 

A masy meating. of tha’ mombers of the 
federation Las bren called for Thursday morn- 
ing, and in the meautime the labour leaders will 
uso avery effort to rally their followers, aud 
perfeot their organisation for a prolonged light. 

Circulars have been issued to the provincial 
branches asking for addresses to which secret 
messages may bo sent without fear of being 
intercepted by the Gove ment. 

At mootings, of the sailors’ organisations at 
Marsoiller, Havre, Nantes, Bordeanx, Toulon, 
Daukirk and Brest, it was decided. to-day to 
proclaim -a goneral etrike, ‘The sailors aro 
demanding that aftor twenty-five years’ service 
they shal! be entitled to a poasion of £24 a year. 
Tho fishermen in several districts have also 
thraatened to sirike. . ‘ 

Tho naval authorities have made preparations 
against the stoppage of the mail service between 
Moreoilles and Tanis, and destroyers are in 
readiness to transport the mails if necessary. -

TO WE ORPEREI IN BNULAND, 


A. London paper say: The © boom in 
Dreadnought: coutinnes, Tho design aad gon- 
struction of the monster battleship, first of u 
uew order of ships, by the British Admiralty 
has proved a maguiticont stroke of business for 
this country, From tie business point atone, 
the Dreadeoughe had paid for herself many times 
over in the orders for battleships which she nas 
brought from foreign Powers, 

Brezil and tho Argentine have eithor ordered 
or are ubout to ordor in this country brttloships 
to the yale of some £81,009,000, all of the 
Breadrought: type with improvements, Chili 
will also sooner or Inter place orders far some of 
tha new typs in this conntry. Bat the biggest 
buttleahip of all is to be builtin Englauu for 
Japan. : 

Tt was supposed three years ago, when battle 
ships aud armoured cruisers of large bias were 
first laid down in Japan, thot all future vessels 
for the Japunese Navy would bg constrnetad™ at 
home. The Japanese Admiralty, bowever, 
hase fall programme in the Japanese yards, 
and ag it wants.ships quickly it has decidud to 
Lave recunrse to England. The Japanere hold 
that British shipbuilders are tho only firms im 
the world with a wide experience, in fitting: 
powerful turbines ‘and designing buttleslips 
with o uniform armament of heavy guur, They 


weapons obtai od from England before the war. 

A Japaneso Commission is now on its wiy 
to this country to-concludé a contract with 
one of the British firm fur the coustruction of 
the larvest battleship in the world, displaciag: 
about 23,00 tone ‘Lhe cost of this vessel will 
be about £2,250,(00, aod ber armawent will 
probably ba something surprising.

TRUTH SEEKERS AND 
DOGMATISTS. 

Dr. Howie, in the Glasgow United Free’ 
\Presbytery, has expended some perfectly honest 
but wholly unnecessary indignation on the 
injury done to Divine things by the talk about 
Creed Revision and the New Theology, and by 
assnults apon the Word of God, Cloarly Dr. 
Howie's indictment is wanting in discrimination. 
Assanite on .eooalled Scriptural truth are sot 
all inspired by raucorous hostility, while as to 
the propoaals for Creed Revision our columns 
have surely yielded adequate testimony that it 
iy the Church herself, equally with the world, 
which discerns’ that 8 restatement of tha 
Christian faith must be contemplated. Aud 
the New Theology, however faulty it may be as 
a theological document, has at least this umerit— 
it evidences convincingly tho strength and the 
sincerity of the opinions thatare agitating the 
minds of men in and out ofthe Christian 
Church. However wicked the world may be— 
and, in tke view of the average ecclesiastic ia 
all times, every ago has beon worse than its 
prodecossor—-thera have not hean many periods: : 
in which tbe search for truth was conducled 
with a more profound anxiety or:with a doepor 
reverence, Thoso who think with Dr, Howie 
that nothing but trouble can come of meddling 
with tho furms in which faith crystallised s few 
centuries ago should ponder the stutement 
made by Dr. Marcas Doda in Edinburgh. ‘‘ To 
deny that the last century of the most 
enlightened and resolute inquiry had resaited 
in considerably alterieg our views rogurding 
some articles of faith was to talk nonsense, and 
nongense which tho progress of thought would 
utterly disregard aud was utterly dierogardiag.” 
It ie the duty of the Churches in Scotland to 
look this’ fact iholdly in the face, and, haviag 
looked, not to fiass it by. And a.duty not loss 
clamorous for recoguition is that of acting the 
Creed they alrendy profess.. The condition of 
many large and densely-populated areas of thie 
city, as Dr, Ross pointed out the other day, is 
the greatest repronch that oan be laid at tho 
door of an institution which could not at the 
first, and cannot now, make any higher clsim 
for its perpetuation than that of consecrated 
service of the poor.—-Glasgow Herald.
